BUCHAREST, Oct. 14—Both Ruma- 


nian and Hungarian wounded in the 
recent fighting around Budapest have 
been treated in an American "mobile 
hospital" of. the, most modern type— 
the last word in war hospitals for use 
in the field with a rapidly moving 
army.

after the wheat i.s sown. The benefit 
to wheat is not regarded to be as much 
as if the limestone or fertilizer had 
been stirred into the soil ar seeding 
time, but the returns are so much more 
profitable than when either of the ma- 
terials are 
omitted. 
Where driving 


over the field will cause some injury 
to the young wheat plants by tramp- 
ling or by drill wheels it may be better 
to spread the acid phosphate or lime- 
stone after the ground is frozen. 


Acid phosphate, always starts a vig- 


orous fall growth of wheat and for this 
icason it is desirable to get on the 
phosphate as aarly as possible.
